Coal ijoiiig; Up. 

The advance in the price of coal in 
Paris has caused somewhat of a kick 
among our citizens, some thinking that 
our local coal merchants being respon- 
sible, but this is a very efroneous idea. 
Coal sold in Paris in August at $3.75 
per twenty-five bushels delivered, and 
the same amount is now delivered at 
$4.25, aad our merchants are only mak- 
ing the same small margin that they 
made in August. The price of coal 
here is fixed by conditions over which 
our dealers have no control whatever. 
The cause of the advance at the mines , 
is due to the unprecedented demand, 
shortage of-cars and increased cost 'of 
production, and high freight rates.

The Zoroustriuu faith acknowledges 
Orinuzd, Alima Mazda, "Lord Wis- 
dom,” as the su|>ieme god, with six 
archangels, Airiesha Speuta, and a 
company of angels, Yazata, about him 
to rule aad guide the world. The in- 
fernal host of liends and archtieuds 
who war against heaven and strive to 
destroy the future life of man is lc<l by 
Aura Mainyu, the evil spirit. In dis- 
cussing with these Zoroastrians the 
subject of the origin of evil I found 
that they look upon the supreme being, 
Ahura Mazda, as comprising within 
himself the two powers of good and 
evil— namely, Speuta Mainyu. the holy 
spirit, and Anra Mainyu, the evil spir- 
it. This is similar to the monotheistic 
view held by the Parsis of India in 
opposition to the statement frequently 
made that Zoroastrianism is pure dual- 
ism. They believe also in the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, which their faith has 
taught them since early times, and this 
doctrine is connected with the belief 
that there will come a saviour or mes- 
siah, called the Saoshyant.— A, V. Wil-

Anatomy ot an Oyster. 

To discover the heart of an oyster ' 
Uhe fold of tiesh wliich oysternien call 
the “mantle” must be removed. This 
j IS fatal to the oyster, of coui*se. but In 
I the interest of scienc-e and for the ben- 
cnt of the “curious” it is occasionally 
jone. When the mantle has be<'n re- 
I inovi'd the heart, shaj>ed like a cres- 
cent or horned moon, is laid to the 
view. The oyster’s heart is made up 
of two parts, just like that of a hu- 
.ntian being, one of which receives the 
jhlootl from the gills, and the other 
, Irives it out through the arteries. The 
liver IS found In the immediate vicin- 
ity of the heart and stomach and is a 
ipieer shaped little organ, which Is 
•uipposed to perform all the functions 
of a blooil filter. Every oyster has a 
mouth, a heart, a liver, a stoipacli aud 
other necessary internal organs, in- 
?lud!ng a set of cunningly devised in- 
testines. The moutli is at the small 
?nd of tlie oyster’s bcKly, near the i 
hinge of the shell. It Is oval in shape. | 
aud. ihougli not readily discovered i>y j 
an unpracticed eye. it may be easily ! 
located l»y gently pusblng a blunt bod- j 
kin or similar instrument along the 
folds of the surface of the body at the ! 
;>Iace mentioned. Connected Avitli the j 
mouth Is tlie canal which tlie oyster j 
uses in conveying foo<l to tlie stomach, I 
from whence it passes Into the

As things go in this world notes must 
sooner or later come due, and when 
Ibis particular note reached maturity 
it went to i»rotest. But Webster was 
Ibe “great expounder,” and the firm, 
not wistiiug to embarrass him, paid It. 

Time passed, and when it was sup- 
posed that M’ebster’s financial condi- 
tion was improved Mr. Corning w'as 
prevailed upon by the firm to ask Web- 
ster if he could make It convenient to 
liquidate the claim. 

In answer to Coming’s letter AVeb- 
ster sent a note uboimding in apologies 
for the trouble he had put his friend 
to. aud wound up with a most coi-dlal 
invitation to the geutiemau to visit 
him, when he would probably be in a 
position to pay bim, or, at least, to 
i^ve him some soil of satisfactory se- 
curity. ■ 

Corning sccepted the invitation and 
weut to see the expounder. 

In due time 'Coming returned home, 
delighted aud charmed with his' visit 
to Marshfield. ' - 
Rutertaluing his partners .with en- 
thusiastic accounts of the great states- 
man’s hospitality and with descri'p-" 
tious of the various Incidents of his 
visit. Corning forgot to say a word 
about the main object of the visit. 

Finally, after Corning had exhaust- 
ed himself in describing the good time 
he had had. a member of the firm 
broke in with the remark, “AA'eil, I 
suppose Mr. AA’ebster was highly 
pleasetl to be able to pay the note.”

It is not known with any certainty 
when the first pair of iKirallel tracks 
for wheeled trattic wa.s laid down in 
Great Britain or wbetber it was of 
wood or of stone. Perhaps the former 
is the more probable, the material be- 
ing found everywhere and its long 
8liaj>e iK'iug much more suggestive of 
fitness for snch a puriM).>!e than stone! 
But so long as each ueighl>orbo(Ml pro- 
duced evcrytliiug it wanted such things 
were not needed. At last the destruc- 
tion of timber near liondon made the 
use of coal iiulispensal>le. This <*ould 
onl.v he conveyed by sea, and one of 
the few places wliere it eould be got 
witli the liiniteil appliances and skill 
of tiio.se days was llie valley of the 
T.vne, just aliove and below Newcastle. 
Al»oiit o(X) years a.go a consiijcrable 
trade in coal for shipment be.gan there, 
whirl) soon led to ditticiiilies as to get- 
tin.g it from the mines into the i*oats. 
Th(* di.siam*es were small, but the art 
of rf>admakiiig had died out and in 
1)a;l weal he:’ pack horses could not 
carri’ enough to render tlicir iis(? profit- 
alfie. SouK' unknown licncfactor to his 
species at last laid down two parallel 
lilies of timlier for carts to run on. 
Prolialily they wore merely stout 
planks at first, but the sinking at the 
joints would soon suggest that other 
planks should lie jilaccd under them, 
the stnictiire then becoming fairly ef- 
ficient. When flanges, either on the 
wheels or tiic rails, were first inventeil 
or hy whom is not known, but it was 
apparently toward the end of the 
sevenleenth century. 

Those wooden railroads seem to have 
survived thronghont the greater part 
of the following century, and even into 
the uineieenth In some cases. The Mid- 
dleton colliery railroad at Leeds, for 
Instance. Avas of wood until it was 
relald for the use of Blenklnsop's rack 
rail engines. These were started in 
1812 and were unquestionably the first 
commercially sncccssfiii locomotives. 
Many other wooden railroaib* bad ex- 
isted In the same ncjghi)orhood for 
fifty or »i.\ty years previously, aud no 
doubt in other colliery districts as 
well. One was laid down near Shef- 
field, for instance, so early as about 
1712 from the Duke of Norfolk’s col- 
liery at The Manor into the town, iiear- 
l.v one and one-half miles down hill. It 
lasted till 177 .*), when it was destroyeil 
in a riot. Next year it was nH’onstriict- 
ed with the first cast iron fianged rails 
by .lames Outram. their Inventor. .V 
wombui railroad long existed at Bath. 
It was laid down in 17.’51 by Kalpli 
Allen, wlio, having gained a fortune l)v 
po.<tofliee conlracts, actiiiired and de- 
voleped (“Xlensive quarries y_f tlie cclc- 
lu’atcd Batli ooliie stone on <’omi»o 
down. Tliose being at a great beigiit 
aud away from any regular mode of 
transit, it lieeame necessary to devise 
a means of lu’lngiug down siieli a lieavy 
material. The wotnlen r:ii!road oci’ii- 
pied tin* site of wliai is now calh'd 
Prior Park road and was laid i)arlly 
upon low walls and partly on tiie 
ground, “likt' the Avagou Avays belong- 
ing to the eollieries in ihe north of 
England.”

J. E. Knocke ufu'd' in tlie t*ig!ilecnth century rails 
of be(*eh Avooil. canOnlly planed on the 
top ami jtegged down lo «-rossi)ieces. 
Avliicli Avere even tlien termed “sleep- 
ers.” I.ongitiidinal timlM*rs In addition 
Avere sometimes used, tlie extra lioiglit 
being of use in ona tiling the cross 
sleepers to be Avell coveri’il up and 
yiroteetod from the action of tlie bor.se.s’ 
feet. Tlierc AA'oro usually two linos 
of mils, the dcsceiuling one l»cing i-allcd 
tlie main Avay. the other the byway.

British Insanity Grows, 

A government report shows that in- 
sanity in England and Wales is on^the 
increase. Up to Jan. 1 there v/as an 
increase of lunatics there of 2,150 over 

I that of the previous year, and an aver- aunts are as fond of it 
age annual rate of increase for the past i ing parents, 

[ ten years, of 2,554. During 1 ' 

the population increased 1,2 percent., 
while the number of lunatics increased 
1.8 per cent. Putting the matter in 
another way one person in every ^3 of 
population is now insane, which is a 
larger proportion than exists in any 
other country on the globe. 

In analyzing the cause of lunacy the 
British comm is.si oners assign first place 
to intemperance. Other causes are 
heredity influence, domestic trouble, 
financial circumstances, mental anxiety 
overwork, love affairs. It is interest- 
ing to note, however, that intemperance 
is especially prominent in cases of 
males, while heredity is corresponding- 
ly prominent in cases of females. As 
regards other causes the sexes are 
about equally divided. Geographical- 
ly the largest increase of lunacy oc- 
curs in London. Analyzed, the causes 
there are perhaps more marked than 
in other parts of the country-. Yet 
the home counties of Middlesex and 
Essex show increases with correspond- 
ing division of causes. 

In ^th city and country, however, 
insanity among boys and girls under 15 
years is startling, they being sent to 
the asylums at the rate of 266 a year. 

When these cases are analyzed several 
other causes are discovert, principal 
among them the use of cigarettes. Many 
of these unfortunate children are driven 
insane by heredity influences. This 
phase of the matter is certainly alarm- 
ing.
